system out there came to $20,660.50. 

Since additional drainage had to 
be provided for in the grade school 
installation (which would not be ne- 
cessary for the proposed high 
school), the total cost for a similar 
installation should not exceed the 
grade school figures by more than 
a small percentage, if that, even 
though the plans for the high school 
building will eventually house a 
larger enrollment. 

Don't forget that these figures 
would be offset by other expenses 
if the existing sewage and water 
systems were utilized. 

Installation costs of "hitching on" 
to such a system must be consid- 
ered, plus the fact that an independ- 
ent water system on school prop- 
erty would eliminate water bills 
which in the May thvough August 
period of this year, amounted to $167 
—for just these three months when 
school was not even in session. 

Just imagine what a jump those 
water bills would take if, we'll say, 
1800 students throughout the day 
were taking daily showers for gym, 
not to mention other increasing de- 



mands of kitchen, laboratories, etc. 

"Will the present high school be 
abandoned?" 

At no time has the possibility of 
vacating the present high school 
building been considered. 

When you keep in mind the ever- 
increasing enrollment figures which 
include only the children we know 
we must accommodate in the near 
future, it is obvious that all school 
facilities must be utilized to the full- 
est extent in the years to come. 

This is not the time to discuss the 
merits or disadvantages of a unit 
system. That is a subject entirely 
unrelated to what we are discussing, 
and to adopt such a system at this 
time would be entirely impossible 
for both legal and practical reasons. 

However, both the opponents and 
proponents of a unit system do agree 
that the recommended site fits ideal- 
ly either plan. 

"Would the curriculum benefit in 
a larger high school?" 

A larger school population raises 
the number of students wishing to 
enroll in special courses, such as ad- 
vanced mathematics, languages, his- 
tory, etc., as well as the manual or 
home economics arts. 

When there are enough students in- 
terested in a class to fill that class- 
room, then it becomes practical to 
widen the program and present 
these highly desirable courses. 

It is no more expensive to have 
such a classroom if it is filled to 
capacity than it is to present a 
course in Freshman English, for ex- 
ample. 

After all, each teacher teaches the 
same number of hours no matter 
what the subject matter may be. 

It is relevant to mention here that 
it would be an unusual teacher who 
would not prefer to teach in an at- 
mosphere where his talents could be 
utilized to the greatest extent and 
which would be conducive to obtain- 
ing the best possible results. 

So if we wish to attract good 
teachers to the area, it would be to 
our advantage to offer better facili- 
ties. 



A resolution passed by the high 
school board of education cited the 
need for a sum aggregating 
$300,000. 

The board said an addition was 
necessary for the continued opera 
tion of (the school. The resolution 
authorized issuance of negotiable 
bonds of general liability. 

Also okayed by the resolution 
was an annual, irrepealable school 
district tax to meet interest and 
principal on the bond issue. 

Electors attending the annual 
school district meeting ' earlier this 
year failed to take favorable action 
on the proposed enlargement of the 
high school building. 

A rise of 5 per cent in the num- 
ber of students registered at Wilmot 
high over last year to a total of 
about 320 for the 1959-60 school 
year was cited. 

A sharp increase in, the high 
school student body size will come 
next year when estimates project 
an enrollment of 400 pupils. 

A continuing increase in the num- 
ber to a peak of about 495 students 
in 1964 is indicated in a survey of 
elementary school registrations.
